Onus Kco, November 23.—The Japan- 


ese captured Port Arthur Wednesday 
after eighteen hours bard fighting. The 
Japanese army numbered 30,000, under 
Field Marshal Count Oyatna. It was di- 
vided into two detachments, one, aided 
by part uf tbe Japanese fleet, attacked 
Talien Wan, the other attacked Kin 
Chow, north of Port Arthur. Talion 
Wan and Kin Ohow were Ijoth cap- 
tured. Then the army again com- 
bined and 
marched 
on 
1'ort Ar- 


thur, winning several email encounters 
enroute. The fighting waa continuous 
from noon of the 20th. The Japanese 
lleet did not take part in the engage- 
ment, though the torpedo boats attached 
to the fleet did. 


A Shanghai dispatch con firms the re- 


port of tbe capture of Port Arthur. 
Japanese torpedo .boats distracted the 
forts while the troops entered the town. 


Federal Troops Refused. 


WAHHINGTO.V, November 23.—It hna 


been decided that the recent situation 
in Indian Territory does not warrant 
tho secretary of war in calling out 
United Statce troops, and the authori- 
ties in the territory have been ao noti- 
fied.

KAIH1ER OK TACOMA. 


The Difference Between Twiddle 


Dee and Dee Twiddle. 


EnlTOll Bvimucin;—I notice in the 


dispatchea from Tacoma, Wash., in Tut 
]Urum.ifAN ol the 22d insUut, it Is 
stated that General John O. Fremont 
reported on November 13, 1843, that 
"Mt. Tacoma was in eruption." 


General Fremont never made any 


such report. The date mentioned was 
about thirty years before the town of 
Tacoma had a place on the map. If it 
had said the General reported Mt. 
Bainier in a state of eruption that would 
have been all right. 


Mt. Bainler was given its name long 


before the days of Fremont on the la- 
cilic coast by Admiral %'ancouvcrof the 
British navy, along with Mt. Hood, Mt. 
St. Helens and lilt. Jefferson, and he 
was so modest that he would not assume 
to bestow his own name on any of those 
four grand mountains, but it was re- 
served for the designation ola trading 
post in Washington, on tho Columbia 
river, known as Fort Vancouver, but 
now just as plain Vancouver. 


I notice also in the dispatch from 


Seattle, thirty miles from Tacoma, it is 
spoken of as Mt Tacoma or Rainier. 
That press reporter evidently wanted to 
keep on the good side of both places, for 
in Seattle the peoplesay "Mt. Rainier; 
but in Tacoma the writer hereof has 
been "called down" for not saying Mt. 
Tacoma" when referring to the moun- 
tain, and it seems to be a sort ol un- 
written ordinance of the town to taboo 
the narae "Rainier." 
What'is troubling Tacoma is it once had 


ambition to become tho metropolis of the 
oreat Northwest, although it sprang 
into existence since the year 18iO, and 
derived its name from a small stream of 
that Indian appellation. It has always 
been jealous of Seattle, and claimed
